Everyone needs to break away from the routine of 
day-to-day activities. For some it's merely the need for a little 
rest and relaxation, for others it's the need for what is 
commonly called “leisure time.” 


Walt Disney wanted to make leisure time as enjoyable as 
possible, so he created the “Theme Show.” 


It began at Disneyland in Anaheim, California and 
continued with the development of Walt Disney World herein 
Orlando. The idea was to create the “ultimate entertainment 
experience’ with our guest being both spectator and 
participant. Each scene is designed to bring every human 
sense into play. . . from sights and sounds to taste, smell and 
touch. 


Each of our six themed lands are designed to create no 
contradictions or confusion for our guests. Every attraction 
and restaurant is designed to compliment each other. Fine 
attention to detail has been given to each costume and to 
every sign so our guests can see the total picture, not just one 
element. No one item was meant to stand out. 
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To avoid any distractions at Walt Disney World, many support facilities were built 
underground in a tunnel area where cast members can also walk where they need to 
go without interrupting the show on stage. 
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Cast members visiting the Sun Bank on Main Street, U.S.A., use the entrance 
set aside for cast members only. This way cast members wearing a costume from 
another land can visit the bank without upsetting the theming of Main Street, U.S.A. 


And to avoid any distractions here at Walt Disney World 
our theme park stockrooms, wardrobe, locker rooms and 
break areas were built underground with a tunnel area so 
that cast members could walk where they needed to go 
without interrupting the show on stage. 


The most important single factor in our theme show, 
though, is you, the human factor. Guests visiting our Magic 
Kingdom are greeted by neatly attired, friendly, courteous 
hosts and hostesses. Our guests come in contact with over 75 
cast members during a one-day visit, all eager to help them, 
adding to our show. 

The Wall Street Journal reported: “You can see more 
respectful, courteous people at Disney World in an afternoon 
than in New York in a year.” 

And, perhaps it is because our cast members compliment 
our show that our guests are so impressed with each and 
every one of you. 

It is because of our strong desire to maintain consistency 
within each themed land, that we ask you to use the tunnels 
when going to and from breaks and lunches. If you need to 
visit the Sun Bank on Main Street, use the entrance set aside 
for cast members only. Avoid walking through one land 
when wearing a costume from another land.

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TOKYO DISNEYLAND 
AGREEMENT ANNOUNCED 


Walt Disney Productions and the Oriental Land Company, Monday formalized 
final agreements for the development of a Tokyo Disneyland. 

The $300 million project, similar in size and concept to Disneyland, will be 
constructed on a 600-acre landfill peninsula on Tokyo Bay and is scheduled for 
a 1983 opening. 

At the signing ceremony in Burbank were Card Walker, president and chief 
executive officer of Walt Disney Productions, and Matsumoto Takahasi, presi- 
dent of the Tokyo-based Oriental Land Co. The two major stockholders of 
Oriental Land Co. are Keisei Electric Railway Co., Ltd. and Mitsui Real estate 
Development Co., Ltd. 

Under terms of the final agreement, Walt Disney Productions will be respon- 
sible for the design and master planning as well as providing guidance on all 
construction and operational aspects of the project. 

Disney will receive a royalty percentage of the gross revenues from rides 
and admissions, food, beverages and merchandise. 

Card called the agreement a “milestone” for the company and said it was 
“appropriate that our first overseas theme park venture should be in Japan 
because of the warm and strong friendship and business ties that exist be- 
tween our countries and our peoples.

Harry Gary of our Drapery Department redesigned the method of sewing 
seams in the chairs for the Empress Lilly and decreased the upholstering time 
to one-fourth the previous time. 

For their outstanding contribution to our “I Have An Idea” program, both 
Dean and Harry have received parking places of their choice for one month, 
engraved wall plaques commending their contribution, a choice of a $100 gift 
certificate to Walt Disney World Village at Lake Buena Vista or a Mickey Mouse 
telephone and an invitation to the end-of-the year awards dinner.
